Reports of States and yearly and monthly reports of cities. 

California — Sacramento. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 30,000. Total deaths, 41, including phthisis pulmonalis, 12, 
and whooping cough, 3. 

Connecticut — Hartford. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 62,000. Total deaths, 134, including phthisis pulmonalis, 12; 
enteric fever, 2 ; scarlet fever, 2 ; diphtheria, 3, and measles, 37. 

Florida — Ocala. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 
5,000. Total deaths, 6. No deaths from contagious diseases. 

Pensacola. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 15,000. 
Total deaths, 20, including 1 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Tampa. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 21,000. Total 
deaths, 47, including phthisis pulmonalis, 5; enteric fever, 3, and 
measles, 2. 

Georgia — Columbus. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 
white, 10,276 ; colored, 9,027 ; total, 19,303. Deaths, white, 13 ; colored, 
16 ; total, 29, including phthisis pulmonalis, 3, and scarlet fever, 3. 

Kentucky — Louisville. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popula- 
tion, 211,100. Total deaths, 256, including phthisis pulmonalis, 43 ; 
enteric fever, 6 ; diphtheria, 2 ; croup, 2, and whooping cough, 1. 

Maryland — Cumberland. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 12, 729. Total deaths, 20, including 3 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Massachusetts — Brockton. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 33, 165. Total deaths, 41, including phthisis pulmonalis, 7, and 
diphtheria and croup, 1. 

Newton. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 27,500. Total 
deaths, 41, including phthisis pulmonalis, 6 ; whooping cough, 1, and 
diphtheria, 1. 

Palmer. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 6,858. Total 
deaths, 11, including 2 from diphtheria. 

Michigan. — Week ended May 2, 1896. Reports to the State board 
of health from 41 observers indicate that erysipelas, intermittent fever, 
measles, and bronchitis increased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pul- 
monalis was reported present during the week at 195 places, measles 
at 37, scarlet fever at 27, diphtheria at 2Q, enteric fever at 17, whoop- 
ing cough at 12, and smallpox at 2 places — Bay City and Ionia. 
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Minnesota — Winona. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popula- 
tion, 21,000. Total deaths, 31, including 3 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Missouri — Kansas City. — Month of March, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 150,000. Total deaths, 206, including phthisis pulmonalis, 4; 
enteric fever, 1 ; diphtheria, 4, and croup, 2. 

Montana — Butte. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 
45,000. Total deaths not reported. Pour deaths from measles. 

New Hampshire— Concord. — Estimated population, 19,000. Total 
deaths, 34, including phthisis pulmonalis, 3, and whooping cough, 1. 

New York. — Month of March, 1896. Beports to the State board of 
health from 8 districts, including New York City, Brooklyn, and 153 
other cities, towns, and villages, show a total of 11,080 deaths, includ- 
ing smallpox, 1 ; phthisis pulmonalis, 1,490 ; enteric fever, 103 ; scarlet 
fever, 76; diphtheria and croup, 370; measles, 47, and whooping 
cough, 77. 

The Monthly Bulletin says : 

The daily average number of deaths rose from 338 in February and 
328 in January, to 358 in March, the estimated death rate being 20 
against 18. 75 and 18. 50, respectively, i n the preceding months. Compared 
with March, 1895, there were 300 fewer deaths, the decrease being in 
deaths attributed to old age and from unclassified causes ; there were 
200 more deaths from consumption reported than in last March ; the 
number from acute respiratory diseases, as well as from other local dis- 
eases was nearly the same, while the total zymotic mortality was alsa 
the same. The grippe epidemic then prevailing was estimated to have 
caused 1,500 deaths during the month ; the mortality of the present 
month has been exaggerated from this cause by about 1,100 deaths, its 
mild prevalence for the past two months having given place to some- 
what greater intensity. Measles alone among zymotic diseases shows 
an increase as compared with the preceding months and with a year 
ago ; there is a more general distribution, 250 deaths occurring from it, 
which is a monthly mortality not often reached ; a considerable number 
of deaths occurred in adult life. There were but 370 deaths from diph- 
theria, the average for March for the past ten years being 525, which 
represents a diminution in its mortality from 9 per 100,000 population 
to 6, or one-third. The death rate from all causes in rural parts of the 
State was 17 against 21 in the rest of the State, the percentage of 
zymotic mortality being 6 against 11 ; of consumption, 9 against 12 ; of 
acute respiratory diseases, 17 against 21. One-fifth of the typhoid-fever 
mortality occurred in rural parts of the State, and less than one-fifteenth 
of the diphtheria mortality.

Toledo.— Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 122,760. Total 
deaths, 103, including phthisis pulmonalis, 8 ; scarlet fever, 1 ; enteric 
fever, 2 ; diphtheria, 3 ; croup, 1 ; measles, 1, and whooping cough, 1. 

Pennsylvania— Pottsville.— Two weeks ended May 4, 1896. Esti- 
mated population, 40,000. Total deaths, 10, including 2 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 
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WUliamsport. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 35,000. 
Total deaths, 19, including 2 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Rhode Island — Neuoport. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated popu- 
lation, 21,500. Total deaths, 31, including 8 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Tennessee. — Month of March, 1896. Reports to the State board of 
health from 6 cities and towns, having an aggregate population of 239,381 
(white, 150,363 ; colored, 89,018), show a total of 639 deaths (white, 
202 ; colored, 437), including phthisis pulmonalis, 59 ; enteric fever, 3 ; 
diphtheria, 2 ; measles, 26, and whooping cough, 11. 

Chattanooga. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, white, 
27, 000 ; colored, 13,000 ; total, 40,000. Deaths, white, 19 ; colored, 28 ; 
total, 47, including phthisis pulmonalis, 11, and enteric fever, 2. 

Knoxville. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 42,704. 
Total deaths, 50, including phthisis pulmonalis, 10 ; enteric fever, 2, 
and measles, 1. 

Wisconsin — Portage. — Month of April, 1896. Estimated population, 
6,000. Total deaths, 2, including 1 from phthisis pulmonalis.
